The  Watsons. 

The  Watsons.--  James  Watson  and  his  son,  John  Joseph,  were    town   clerks. 
Janes  was  not  one  of  the  U.  E.   Loyalists*   He  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  and 
held  3ome  position  in  the  military  service.  He  located   in  Adolphustown  and 
married  a  daughter  of  Joseph  Allen.   Both  lived  and  died  there.   It   is  said 
he  kept  one  of  the  early  taverns   in   the  township,  John  Joseph  Watson  was  his 
only  son.   He  lived  and  spent  all  hi3  days  in  the  .township,  and  died  about   ten 
years  ago,  one  of  its  wealthiest  and  most  prominent  residents.   He  was  several 
times  sleeve  of  the   township,  and  Warden  of  Lennox  and  Addington.   He  was  also 
President  of  the  Lennox  Conservative  Association.   He  was   two  or  three   times 
Township  Clerk,   in  the  old  Town  meeting  days.   He  married  a  daughter  of  Jona- 
than Allen,  his  cousin.   But  one  of  their  children  is  now  living,  1'rs.  Llinnie 
Watson  Daffett,   of  Adolphustown,  now   the   30le  survivor  of  the  family.   She  has 
children,  but  none  of  the  Watson  name  are  now  resident  in  the    township.  i:r. 
J«  J.  Watson  donated   the  land  on  which  the  U.  E.  L.  Memorial  Church    (St. 
Albans)  now  stands.    The  family  are  all  buried  there. 
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
